c.  Personnel  and  Administration 

(l  )  During  the  first  month  of  the  quarter,  the  battalion  received 
replacements  equaling  the  number  of  losses  to  keep  the  battalion 
strength  figure  of  1070  quite  stable.  The  severe  shortages  in 
maintenance  personnel  were  alleviated  daring  this  period. 

(2)  The  majority  of  personnel  turnover  started  during  Juno  and 
increased  during  July.  During  this  same  time  period  a  sharp  decrease 
in  replacements  was  experienced  causing  the  battalion’s  total 
strength  figure  to  fall  to  the  960  level, 

(3 )  The  local  industrial  Relations  Department  has  not  been  functional 
for  the  battalion  due  to  USARV  freeze  on  hiring.  Under  Program  6, 
one  switchboard  operator  quit  and  could  not  be  replaced  bringing  the 
assigned  total  down  lo  five.  Augmentation  personnel  have  remain od 
the  same.

(a)  OBSERVATION :  Twice  in  one  week  vital  phono  lines  wore  cut 
because  of  a  lack  of  coup  unication  between  pole  linemen  and  the 
telephone  exchange.

(b)  EVALUATION:  When  trenches  have;  to  be  dug  for  lying  now  cable 
or  relocating  old  cable,  a  lot  of  hard  work  and  time  is  wasted  when 
the  men  must  dig  by  hand.  The  job  can  bo  done  efficiently  and  quickly 
when  the  proper  equipment  is  available  for  -use  by  the  cable  unit, 

(c)  RECGkVENDATIOM :  On  future  projects,  the  seeming  of  the 
proper  equipment  before  hand  can  got  the  project  done  more  quickly 
and  efficiently  and  save  ample  time  for  other  projects, 

(3)  Safety  for  Operators  and  Prevention  of  Equipment  Damage 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  It  was  noted  that  VUF/CRX  Equipment  in  a  communi cation 
van  configuration  can  be  dislodged  end  scattered  due  to  the  force  of 
an  explosion. 


(b)  EVALUATION:  When  components  of  the  above  configuration  arc 
returned  fully  into  their  racks  end  secured,  damage  to  the  equipment 
and  injury  to  operators  are  lessened  during  enemy  explosives  directed 
at  or  near  the  sir  lt.r.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  secured  gear 
cannot  bo  dislodged  and  the  front  plate  of  the  component  acta,  as  a 
shield  against  internal  p  rts  being  forced  into  the  oiy.rators1  area. 
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(c)  REOOI LEND AT ION:  When  lent- 1  to  the  possibility  of  enemy  attacks, 
operators  should  return  all  components  fully  into  the  racks,  and

(,->)  OBSERVATION;  Th.  operation  of  the  Telephone  Test  Set  can  be 
difficult  in  a  climate  such  as  exists  in  Viotnctt. 

(b)  EVALUATICU :  Because  of  'rone  heat,  humidity,  or  a  groat  amount 
of  i;  nd,  opr*-ator3  no.y  find  t;.  their  tost  sots  do  not  function 
properly.  In  Vietnam,  all  of  these  climatic  conditions  exist.  The 
main  problem,  however,  is  the  amount  of  sand  and  dust  which  enters 

the  equipment  .and  hampers  the  working  parts. 

(c)  RECOILI  iJATIOB:  When  operated  in  tropical  climates,  the  TS-712
